MURDER 
OF 
FLOSSIE 
LORD. 


Shot Down on the Doorstep of Her 
Hom e Near Grass V alley lij­ 
an Unknown Party.

FLOSSIE LORD. 


M ysterious M itrtler of a Young Lady 
N ear G rass Valley. 
G rass V a l l e y, June ISth.—Last evening, 
between 0 and 7 o’clock, the dead body oi 
Flossie Lord, daughter of James II. Lord, 
a well-known inarbie-cuiier, was found on 
ihe porch of her father’s house, two miles 
west of Grass Valley. 
Flossie was fully dressed, having-just re­ 
turned to her home from town. She met 
death on the portico before she had gone 
into the house. Her feet were over the 
portico. She lay on her stomach, with her 
face turned toward the door of her house, 
the right side of her face being next the 
door. 
At the hour named John Collins, a young 
man of this neighborhood, rode over to 
the house for the purpose of getting Kitto, 
who jworks on the Lord place, to go to 
Collins’ place to cat bay. As Collins got 
oil his horse Richard Davis, a young man 
aged 18 years and living near the Lord 
place, arrived for the purpose of getting 
cherries. The two stopped a while and 
talked, and young Davis went in the yard, 
where he saw Flossie lying down. Hesaw 
something was the matter, for the liies 
buzzed around the girl’s head. The two 
young men did not touch the girl, but ran 
to the field, where Fred Lord, Flossie’s 
brother, was at work. Fred ran to the 
house, picked up his sister and carried her 
into the house. It was discovered that she 
had been shot through the head with a 
pistol, the ball entering the right temple a 
little above and back of the right eve, and 
ranging almost straight across, lodging un­ 
der the skin of the left temple. 
She was dead when first seen, and the 
wound was probably given not many mo­ 
ments before the arrival of the young men 
named. 
The authorities w e re notified, and actiD g 
Coroner Paynter went to th e sc e n e . A jury 
was im p a n e lle d , which v iew ed th e remains. 
Dr. Jamison made an e x a m in a tio n of th e 
wound last n ig h t. A n u m b e r of th e frie n d s 
re m a in e d at th e h o u se . 
This morning they looked around and 
made what may be important discoveries. 
The pistol with which it was at first sup­ 
posed Flossie Lord was shot was found 
near her body. Two of the five chambers 
were empty. The pistol is one of 32 cali­ 
ber, and belongs to Fred Lord, the brother 
of the girl. 
She has been in the habit of using the 
pistol to fire at birds iu the trees, hence it 
was at first supposed that she had been 
shooting at birds, and by some mischance 
had stumbled while about to fire, and her 
own aim had been directed at her head. 
The theory of deliberate suicide was also 
mentioned. There were no powder marks 
on the skin near the wound, which should 
have been the case had the pistol been fired 
by her own band and with suicidal intent. 
This morning the people at the house 
found other bullet marks. 
One of these 
was in the wall of the house and it was six 
feet and two inches above the floor, much 
above Flossie's hight. 
Kitto’s wagon stood in front of the 
house and outside of the yard at a distance 
of about fifty-five feet from where the body 
was found. A bullet hole was found in 
the plank of the wagoii bed, and the bullet 
had gone through the plank. Here were 
three bullets fired and only two empty 
chambers found in the pistol. 
The bullet in the wall of the house and 
the one in the wagon bed may have been 
fired at Flossie, as was the oue found in 
her head. 
It is said that the girl's life has been 
threatened, and that very lately a man 
has been trying to get her to go to San 
Francisco, where she has a sister residing, 
and from which city Flossie was recently 
brought to get her away from the influence 
of that sister. This man, it is said, had 
told her that he would take her back there 
or kill her. 
It is asserted that she saw this man ten 
days ago. Ke then told her that in ten 
days be would see her again and that she 
must then go with him. The name of this 
man is not gi ven for obvious reasons. The 
man in question has not been seen here or 
in the neighborhood of toe tragedy for two 
weeks. Only one rough-looking fellow 
was seen in the neighborhood yesterday, 
but no suspicion is entertained as to him. 
Emily Florence Lord is the full name of 
the deceased, and about 15 years and 10 
months of age. Her father and brother re­ 
side here. A sister, Kate, is married and 
lives in Arizona. Nettie, a sister, is in San 
brancisco, and another sister, Gertie, is in 
the Last. The funeral will take place to­ 
morrow afternoon. 
The Coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict that deceased was a na­ 
tive ol Haverhill, Ma^s., and came to her 
death by a pistol wound, and that the pistol 
was held in the hand of a person or per* 
sons unknown to the jury.

San I-kanciS( Y). June 18th.—Aggie Ward, 
a sixteen-year.old girl who disappeared 
from her home at 534 Valencia street last 
Thursday, was found in Oakland by 
I’oliceman Anthony last night and re­ 
turned to this city. It is probable that she 
will be sent to the Magdalen Asylum, as 
she declares she will not remain at home. 
Afier attending several performances of 
“ The Bostonians” she became intoned 
with a wild desire to become an opera 
singer, and she left her home to follow the 
company.

Mrs. Lena David, who was so myster­ 
iously shot last Saturday on Stockton 
street, is in rather an improved condition 
this morning. Dr. 1'rban states that the 
fever has somewhat subsided, and now 
that the first danger is over, she has a bare 
chance for recovery. The police still stick 
to their theory of attempted suicide, al­ 
though the woman refuses to contradict 
the story she has told from the beginning. 
A note has been found in the room by 
the police, which they regard as another 
circumstance in support of their theory. The 
note is signed by Mackie, who states that 
he is going away, advises her to take care 
of herself and incloses $5. The detectives 
are of the opinion that Mrs. David was 
plunged into a fit of despondency over the 
idea of losing Mackie and shot herself. 
J. G. Mackie, who has been named in 
connection with Lena David, to-day sur­ 
rendered himself to the police.

Deceased’s age was 32 
years. He was a native of Germany. 


BASE INGRATITUDE. 
A Farm Hand Break* Up tlie Fam ily «>1 
His Benefactor. 
F resno, June 18lh.—About two weeks 
agoJohu Peteison and wite and Charles 
Nelson, all Danes, arrived at Selma, in this 
county, from the East. Nelson had been 
living in Peterson’s family in the East for 
several years, and Peterson paid his fare 
oat here. Nelson was to work the fare out 
and pay it back to Peterson. Peterson found 
work on the ranch of A. A. Webber, while 
Nelson went to work for J. L. Gilbert. 
Everything went on smoothly until one 
day last week, when Nelson and Mrs. Peter­ 
son appeased iu town, and took the 2:30 
train next morning, saying they were going 
to Fresno and would be back next evening. 
Nothing has been seen of them since. 
This morning Peterson appeared before 
Justice Shepard, and swore out a complaint 
charging Charles Nelson and Annie Peter­ 
son with grand larceny in taking $100 that 
belonged to him. Inquiry showed that in­ 
stead of going to Fresno they purchased 
tickets for Sacramento, where they are now 
probably stopping. 
Peterson and his wife have been married 
some fourteen years, and he describes her 
as being a good woman. He takes the loss 
quite badly, and feels much hurt to think 
that Nelson could have so little respect for 
all the confidence he reposed in him. They 
have no children. Mrs. Peterson is a very 
large woman, weighing about 100 pounds, 
while her lever. Nelson, is a very small 
man, probably not weighing more than 125 
or 130 pounds. What Nelson and his 
stolen love intended to do is not known, as 
all the funds they had with them was the 
$100 they took from Peterson. The officers 
have notified the officers at Sacramento to 
look out for and arrest the runaways. 


FIENDISH CRIPPLE. 
Story of tlie Ruin of a Young Galt ¡mor.» 
Girl. 
Los A n g e l e s, June ISth.—Alfred Nor­ 
man, a legless cripple, who has been work­ 
ing the public sympathy with his unfort­ 
unate condition, to-day attempted murder, 
through intense jealotisy, and succeeded in 
putting a ballet through the wrist oí a 
young baker named A. C. Bertrand. The 
woman at the bottom of the difficulty is 
May West, a pretty blonde from the Monu­ 
mental City. 
According to her story, she first met Nor­ 
man in Baltimore about a year ago. She 
was an orphan, living with her aunt. She 
first pitied the cripple and then biindly 
loved him. Under promise of marriage 
at Washington, she went with him there, 
followed him to Virginia and then farther 
South, where, after he had ruined her, he 
iold her that he had a wife in England 
and could not carry out his promise. He 
mastered her so thoroughly ihat in Gal­ 
veston he put her in a disreputable 
house and forced her to support him. 
They subsequently drifted to Los An­ 
geles. 
Two months ago Norman went to San 
Francisco. During his absence she took 
up with Bertrand, who treated her so 
kindly that when Norman returned here 
and attempted to make her live with 
him again, she refused. Boiling with 
rage. Norman yesterday morning tried to 
enter the room where the young couple 
were, and failinge, fired through the 
door, the bullet striking Bertrand. Nor­ 
man was arrested and held on a charge of 
attempted murder.

State duties occupy most of his time, and 
he.has little leisure to read the Vienna 
dailies. He wants to know not only what 
goes on every day in the civilized world, 
but also what is said in Europe and 
America about the Austrian Government. 
To satisfy this desire it would he neoes*arv 
for him to skim through hundreds of pa­ 
pers daily, but even then many a pungent 
notice of himself or his Government would 
certainly escape him. And even if lie 
were to employ a staff of clerks to examine 
the papers, and clip out the proper articles, 
lie would be little better oik for he would 
have no time to read the mass of material 
which they would hand to him every 
morning. News, however, the Kaiser must 
have, and through this paper, the Imperial 
llenen-, he gets it in richer and fuller meas­ 
ure than any other man in the world. 


Spectacles Oil a H orse. 
A horse in Detroit wears spectacles. The 
farmer that owned him having come to the 
conclusion, from various symptoms, that 
the animal was¡short-sighted, got an oculist 
to take the necessary measurements, and 
had a pair of spectacles manufactured for 
him. They are made to fasten firmly into 
the headstall, so that they do not shake 
out of place.

CRONIN .MYSTERY. 
The Grand Jury Closely- Question Rev. 
Father Durney. 
C h ic a g o , June 15th.—Tbe Cronin Grand 
Jury came into Court to-dav and reported 
that \\ . E Bell, of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, refused to disclose the 
contents of certain dispatches deemed 
necessary for investigation. The attorney 
for the Western Union explained that this 
refusal was merely formal to fulfill the re­ 
quirements of law. An order was then 
spread upon the record of the Court, direct­ 
ing the witness, under pain of contempt 
and commitment to jaii, to produce any 
and all messages, caolegrams or copies 
thereof in tlie Chicago office passing be­ 
tween Alexander Sullivan, Dan Coughlin, 
John J. Maroney and Charles McDonald, 
whether under their true names or any 
alias, or between eiiher of these men, or 
other person or persons since the 1st of 
March last. 
Fifteen or twenty witnesses were before 
the Grand Jury this afternoon, but not 
much information was attained from them. 
Rev. Father Dornev was called aud asked 
to give the particulars of P. W. Dunne's 
charge of embezzlement against Alexander 
Sullivau, and his (Dorney’s) subsequent 
investigation of this charge bv agreement 
of tbe principals. Father Dornev related 
tbe circumstances of tbe charge and stated 
that only after a full investigation of the 
affairs of Sullivan and the amount ot his 
annual income, that he had pronounced 
Dunne's charge groundless. 
The reverend gentleman was also ques­ 
tioned closely regarding his knowledge of 
the Clau-na-Gael affairs, but failed to dis­ 
close any particular knowledge of their 
workings. 
Dispatches front Winnipeg say thatahat, 
supposed to be that of Dr. Cronin, was 
found in the trunk of Burke. Chief McRae 
is satisfied the hat is tha: of the murdered 
doctor. His name was written 011 the band, 
but it has been carefully obliterated. 
Tbe police claim to have more evidence 
in their possession against Burke than tbe 
mere identification of his picture. They 
wilt not say what it is, but seem confident 
that they have got the right man at last. 
EXCITING HUMORS. 
Chicago, June I8th.—The most exciting 
rumors were flying around (his afternoon 
m connection with the Cronin tragedy. 
They originated no one knew where] but 
the hurried and mysterious movements of 
officials who are investigating the matter 
showed that something unusual was about 
to happen. It was said that the entire 
plot that led up to and resulted in the cow­ 
ardly assassination of the physician had 
been uncovered and that in a few hours all 
the accomplices, accessories and principals 
would be behind tbe bars. 
On what appeared to be good aulhority 
it was stated that one arrest had already 
been made. A man was taken into cus­ 
tody who was a friend and “pal” of Martin 
Burke, and it was claimed be knew a great 
deal of the details of the murder. Captain 
Scliuetller had found him on the North 
Side, and at once locked him up. Those 
who would naturally know of the arrest 
refused to talk about it. Captain Schuett- 
ler intimated, so the rumor had it, that he 
and his co-workers had struck the bottom 
of the whole conspiracy and located be­ 
yond doubt the men who are responsible 
for the butchery of Cronin. He had, in 
his own words, sncceeded in getting the 
Seventeenth ward crowd of scoundrels 
“dead to rights.” 


FROM JOHNSTOW N. 
The Soldiers to R em ain One YVeek Longer 
—Tlie Flection. 
J o h n s t o w n , June 18th.—The first effort 
looking to the establishment of a civil 
government here was made this afternoon, 
when General Hastings aDd the few re­ 
maining Councilmen met and reorganized 
that body. President Kennedy presided at 
the meeting. After organizing it was de­ 
cided that all business men be requested to 
build temporary structures on two of the 
public parks of the place. After the meet­ 
ing General Hastings offered to withdraw 
the troops at once, but the Council asked 
that they be allowed to remain here for a 
week longer, when it is thought that the 
citizens can assume charge. 
Occasionally a corpse is found buried in 
the debris and rubbish throughout the 
town, but the most prolific spot is the mass 
of wreckage above the railroad bridge. 
Eleven bodies were blown up there bv 
blasting to-dav. 
Prohibition carried here to-day by a 
majority of three votes. The votes cast 
were 446 for and 443 against the amend­ 
ment.

Major Warner. General Crook aud Gov­ 
ernor Foster spoke at length in reply, ex­ 
plaining again the provisions of the bill 
and why they should s gn. 
General Crook told them if they are to 
‘ive at all tiiev must become seli-siipiairt- 
ing. In a oond, he said, the big fish always 
swaLow the iittle ores, and when the white 
men come among the Indians, as they will 
do in a few years, in spite of all the Gov­ 
ernment can do to prevent them, the In­ 
dians will be the little fish, unless thev 
sgree to the provisions of this bill, and pro­ 
tect their land by getting patents on it. Ho 
t >ld the Indians ttia! the trouble with them 
was that they alwais get advice from men 
who want to live off of them. 
Ked Cloud was very vicious in his speech 
referring constantly to the provisions of 
the treaty of 1808, which he said had not 
been at all fulfilled, and saving tin * wanted 
to be paid what is now due them before 
giving up more land. 
After the Council talk Red Cloud decided 
not to sign, and added that he wanted all 
the Indians that signed put off the reserva­ 
tion. He was impertinent, and said be 
wanted the Commissioners to pack up and 
leave to-morrow. General Crook stopped 
¡11m. and recited to the Indians some in­ 
stances ot Ret! Cloud's duplicity After 
the Council broke up the Indians began 
signing, and up to 10 o’clo-'k to-night 
about 350 had signed.

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I t is difficult to understand why any 
naturalized citizen should ever return to 
th e country of his nativity w ithout bear­ 
ing with him the official proofs of his 
American citizenship. 
One-lialf the cases 
of invasion of the rights of our natural­ 
ized citizens abroad is due to neglect to 
procure documentary evidences of citizen­ 
ship that, indeed, every one traveling in a 
foreign country should carry with him. 
H ere, uow, is the case of young Biesel, 


th a t would not have occurred had the fam­ 
ily taken ordinary precautions. 
Biesel 
and wife came to A m erica about eight 
years ago and located in Texas. 
In due 
tim e the father took out his papers of 
naturalization. 
Iiis son was but a mere 
lad, and the act of his father therefore 
accrued to his benefit, and he, too, became 
an American citizen. 
W hen the lad was 
IS, the family took a trip to Germany, the 
native land of the head of the house, and 
took his boy with him . 
Ju st as they were 
about to return, the authorities a t Bremen 
seized the boy, ami informed the father 
th a t the youth must enter the arm y and 
serve his time. T he passport of the father 
protected him, but there was none for 
young Biesel, and no evidence th at hew as 
an American citizen, when it would have 
been a m atter of ease for the father to 
have procured the necessary official papers 
before he left this country. 
There was no 
help for it; the German officials laughed 
at the statem ents of the boy’s father, and 
were deaf to the appeals of his mother. 
H e was dragged ashore and put to service 
in the army, while his father and mother 
sailed for this country. 
As soon as they 
arrived here they applied to the Secretary 
of State, and a correspondence of a diplo­ 
m atic character has been opened up 011 the 
subject, the G erm an authorities replying 
that if the facts are as they are repre­ 
sented tit be, the boy shall be released and 
sent to his home prom ptly. 
W hen G er­ 
mans residing in this country, and who 
have become American citizens, are so well 
aware of the severity of the German laws 
relating to the service exacted in thearm y, 
it is surprising, and more, that any of them 
ever return to the old country without car­ 
rying with them the evidences that they 
and their sons are entitled to the protec­ 
tion of the American flag. 


Vs t h e day draws near when'K em m ler 
is to be executed in New York by the use 
of the alternating electrical current, the 
interest in the experim ent increases. 
The 
electrical construction and light companies 
are very bitterly opposed to the use of 
electricity in executions, fearing that it 
will tend to render electrical apparatus 
unpopular in commercial and domestic 
circles. 
These companies are therefore 
very actively engaged 
in endeavoring 
to show th at death is not an inevitable 
result from assault by an alternating cur­ 
rent. 
They contend th at a shock suffi­ 
cient to make death a certainty, is revolt­ 
ing in its results, because distorting, and 
must cause intense pain. They have en­ 
listed all the men of science who are will­ 
ing to take a fee and their view of the 
m atter, and it is likely therefore th at in 
the next Legislature of New York we shall 
have the fight all over again on the ques­ 
tion of executions by hanging or by elec­ 
tricity. 
One witness for the electric light 
people, and whom they keep under con­ 
stant surveillance that he may not escape 
them, is W . J . Bell, a telegraph lineman. 
W hile climbing a telegraph pole to re­ 
pair a broken line last year, he carried in 
his hand the severed telegraph wire, which 
reached to the pavement. 
As he ascended 
he accidentally came into contact with an 
electric light w ire; the current was “on,” 
and as the wire Bell bore in his hand con­ 
nected him w ith the ground, the current 
on the electric light line took the shortest 
direction and passed through Bell’s body, 
on its way to the earth. 
I t was of the 
same strength and 
character as th at 
adopted in New York. 
Bell sustained the 
shock for twenty seconds, when he fell to 
the ground. 
The wire he held in his 
hand burned th e flesh to the bone, and he 
was rendered insensible for a time. 
Then 
he arose and ran several blocks and fell 
again into insensibility. 
For months he 
was partially paralyzed and suffered from 
nervous disorders in variety. 
H e is still 
an invalid, and is likely to rem ain one for 
life. 
One im portant fact is th at while he 
suffered the shock he experienced no pain 
at all, only a sense of fullnes and an 
icy 
chill 
for an instant. 
B ut 
w hile 
It 
is 
true 
th at 
the 
shock 
did 
not kill Bell, it is also true th at in the 
same season two men were killed under not 
dissim ilar circumstances and by lesser shocks 
of an alternating current. 
If Bell’s case 
proves anything, therefore, it proves only 
uncertainty as to death following such a 
shock as lie received under sim ilar con­ 
ditions. 
B ut the shock th at is intended 
to kill Kem m ler will be continued much 
longer than twenty seconds. 
I t w ill not 
be a passage of the current through his 
body and to the ground, but through his 
brain and th e chief of the nerve centers 
and back to the dynamo. 
The prisoner 
will sit in an insulated chair, and the ex­ 
posure to the current will be the very best 
and most effective known to electrical 
science; whereas in the ease of Bell the 
connection was not perfect, and it is doubt­ 
ful if the whole current went through 
him . 
Experim ents have been made by 
the New York authorities upon anim als 
possessing greater vitality than man, and 
they have been instantly and painlessly 
killed by tlie alternating current in every 
instance when of less force than th at to be 
used in the case of Kemmler. 
The fears 
of the electrical companies are groundless. 
People will no more refuse to use electricity 
because under certain conditions it kills? 
than they refuse to use rope because it is 
the instrum ent of death in hanging. 
If the 
new method renders them more cautious 
in the use of the currents, then electrical 
application in executions will have a good 
effect. 
If, however, electricity fails as a 
certain and reliable means of execution, 
then some other must be devised as a sub­ 
stitute for hanging, which is in every way 
objectionable, a relic of ignorance, and it­ 
self by no means certain, w hile it is often 
made horrible by mismanagement and the 
suffering th at results to the victim. 


TEE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


I fo n the death of Leonard Swett, 11 
distinguished citizen of the W est, a state­ 
ment was made by some of the press that 
Mr. Swett made the speech of nomination 
for Mr. Lincoln in the Convention of I860. 
The Si. I /m is (ilobe-Democrat prom ptly 
corrects the error and declares th at even 
the 
Inter-Ocean is surprisingly wrong, 
which said th at Mr. Swett seconded the 
nomination. 
As a m atter of fact he was 
not in the Convention. 
lie was in the 
lobby anil worked for Lincoln’s nomina­ 
tion. 
There were 110 nom inating speeches 
made for any of the candidates. 
Norman 
B. Judd, of Chicago, afterward M inister 
to Germany, placed Lincoln in nomina­ 
tion, saying: “ I desire, on behalf of the 
deb gation from Illinois, to put in nomina­ 
tion as a candidate for President of the 
U nited States, A braham Lincoln, of Il­ 
linois.” 
And th at was all there was of it, 
except th at the Convention cheered itself 
hoarse. 
All the candidates were named 
with equal brevity. 
Lincoln was also 
placed in nom ination for the Ohio delega­ 
tion by Columbus Delano, and it was sec­ 
onded by W illiam M. Stone. 
It is as well 
to be accurate in these matters, and not to 
perm it any confusion in recalling political 
history. 


W 11 a t a wonderful example of sustained 
vitality is Mr. Gladstone.

nearly eighty years of age, and yet m ak­ 
ing the circuit of a campaigning field with 
almost the vigor and freshness of youth.

There sc. ms to 
be no abatement of bis prescience, 110 
dim inution of his intellectual powers, no 
serious decay of the physical man, and no 
loss of political eagerness to carry his party 
through all the battles it must encounter. 
A wonderful man is Gladstone. 


A sm a r t Englishman—we have not a 
doubt of his smartness—has w ritten a long 
letter to an English journal In which he 
shows, to his own satisfaction at least, that 
in case of. a war with the U nited States 
the m other country will be able to turn 
her child over her ancient knee and 
give us ocular proofs of astronomicel the­ 
ories. 
This paper warrior has no doubt of 
the ability of Grc-at B ritain to w hip us 
and then rule us. 
According to his idea 
of things thus far West, we would be able 
to put in the field only about 500,000 men. 
These would be undisciplined for the most 
part and armed indifferently (compared to 
arms Europe supplies to her soldiers), the 
South and W est would seize the oppor­ 
tunity to “break away” and leave the R e­ 
public to fight its battles, dissevered and 
weakened 
by secession. 
The 
negroes 
would be an element of discord, the G er­ 
mans among us would not fight against the 
British, the Indians, half breeds and squaw 
men would take the w arpath and our 
scalps in revenge for the accumulated 
wrongs of a century, and then the social­ 
ists, anarchists, communists

tunity, fire our cities, blow up our forts 
and play such merry hob th at the Eng­ 
lish would have nothing to do but to walk 
in and gather up the plunder.

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No K00111 in A m erica for Sueli Societies 
as th e C lan-na-G ael. 
W ashington, June lbth.—The National 
Encam pm ent of the Patriotic Sons of 
America convened this m orning with two 
hundred delegates present from Maine, 
Massachusettes. Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania. Ohio, 
Illinois, Michigan, W isconsin, 
Kansas, 
Colorado 
and 
Arizona, the President, 
George P. Smith of Chicago, in the chair. 
The address of welcome was by Commis­ 
sioner Donglass of the District of Colum­ 
bia, and the response by President Smith. 
A secret session was then gone into for the 
election of officers and the transaction of 
business. 
Beside the delegates over one 
thousand uniformed members have already 
arrived for the grand parade. 
President Sm ith's annual address dwelt 
upon the necessity of com m itting to A m er­ 
icans the care and preservation of Am eri­ 
can principles and institutions. The con­ 
trol of the public schools should be a 
m atter of deepest concern. The naturali­ 
zation laws he denounced as a delusion, a 
SDare and a fraud.

harm ony 
with, and are injurious to American insti­ 
tutions; that are dangerous to American 
order, disloyal to the American Govern­ 
ment, destructive to American principles, 
repugnant to American ideas, and iligust- 
in " to all Americans who have any sense 
of justice, any regard for consistency, and 
any respect tor sanciity of hum an life? 
‘ Or have we room for societies whose offi­ 
cers contract with m en to commit whole­ 
sale m urder and then betray their tools 
that 
they themselves m ay have more 
money to spend for their own personal 
benefits ? One-third of our entire popula­ 
tion is of foreign birth or parentage. Alien 
flags and foreign emblems float from our 
public buildings and emblazon our streets 
in processions of neople. We are cursed with 
all kinds of foreign, non-American issues. 
Vast un-American organizations are held 
together by issues of foreign birth, for the 
purpose 
of perpetuating foreign senti­ 
ments and corrupting tne ideals of our 
fathers. 
A narchy and destruction of all 
law are openly advocated, and the right 
to enforce discipline and principles of some 
of these foreign orders is claimed by secret 
conclaves even to the extent of taking h u ­ 
man lives.”

L. Mentony, Naval Constructor Ira Lutte 
and several other specialists detailed to ex­ 
am ine into the condition of the Yantic and 
Galena, and report a3 to w hat is necessary to 
fit them for a sea cruise, and also to give an 
estim ate for the cost of sim ilar ships, recom­ 
mends that they be reconstructed. The re­ 
port with reference to the Galena discovers 
her to be in a rather serious genera! condi­ 
tion. 
The hull appears to be in a rather favor­ 
able state, but the deck is fairly out of 
gear, being in m any places sprung and 
bruised. 
The estimated cost for recon­ 
struction, according to the recommenda­ 
tion, involves $03,600 
The estim ated cost 
for a vessel of the same size and material 
is $425,C00. The Board does not find the 
Yantic in a very bad state, some slight de­ 
fects in sm all fittings being the only weak­ 
ness. The cost of repairs is $14.240, and 
the estimated cost for a vessel of similar 
size aud materia! is $205,000.

Ageuts Gardner and Ash, who were de­ 
tained by the Government to investigate 
the causes leading to tbe Indian troubles 
at the Mille Lacs, have completed their 
work and will report to the departm ent 
thnt the outbreak was the result of a con­ 
spiracy on the part of settlers and real es­ 
tate speculators to basten the opening of 
the reservation to settlem ent. The Mille 
Lacs Reservation consists of several thou­ 
sand acres of the most valuable land in 
Minnesota, and at present there are upward 
of a hundred squatters ou its border. 
The squatters have been planning for 
years to get the Indians off the reservation, 
and to that end have furnished the Indians 
with large quantities of raw alcohol, and 
encouraged them in every way to comm it 
depredations.

between the whites and Indians, so that 
Congress at its next session would take 
steps for the removal of the tribe, and 
throw the reservation open to settlement.

Mrs. Cooper, the m other of the plaintiff, 
was the principal witness on the stand yes­ 
terday. 
She testified that the plaintiff had 
confessed to her that the defendant was the 
cause of her tuin. 
Mrs. Cooper’s testim ony closed the case 
of the prosecution. 
The first witness called for the defense 
was Senator Dray, w ho was asked as to 
the defendant's character for honesty, in­ 
tegrity and chastity.
